WasmiNaToN, Jonuary 16,—Impeschment or
uo impeachment! That 18 the greal question
wgitating the public mind to-day. Will Andrew
Johnson be impeached ¥ The argument in favor
of his impeschment, stripped of all 1ta generall-
ties and reduced to the mere substance of what
may be proven to be fact, is that he has, in the
sdminiktration ol the Government, followed the
uniform course adoptled by all bis predecessors
from Washington to Lincoln; that is, he bhas ha
& policy of his own, and in the bestowal of his

atronage has sought to favor those who con-

ormed in political sentiment to that policy.

This may be an impeachable offense or nat; that

is pot here to be discussed. But the first Presi-

dent of the United States, the immortal Wash-
ington, wae guided in his administration of the

Government by the same rule, and so have been

neither glve sleep Lo his eyes not slumber to his
eyelids until he hnd drawn up & bill of impesch-
mont aemnst Andrew Johnson, Even he
Speaker of the House daily permits the utierance
on the floor of violent threats and scandaloos
charges ngainst the President, with no futor-
ference on his part, All these gentlomen are
supposed to be endowed with n degree ot intel-
ligence beyond the ordisary run of the mem-
bere, But while they have anll been forward in
denunciations and eriminations of the Pres
dent, none of them presumed to put their charges

BURSTING OF THE DIL BUBBLE.

Sherif’s Sales of Ol Lands and Effccts
—Fortunes Kunocked Down with the

Hammoer,

From the Cleveland ( Ohio) Hervald, Junuary 7,

On Saturday !sst the Sherd of Vennngo
county, Pennsyleanla, wound up tho existence
ol several oll companies by sélling their effects
at suction to satlsly judements sgainst them.
Among these unfortunates were representatiyes
trom all the lending cities where the petroleam
fever raged for & tume, and some of the compi-
nies knocked on the head by the Sherifl’s ham
mer st one Lime fgured largely in prospectuses
aud on the stook board,

One of the more noticeable names 18 that of
the President Petroleum  Company, which
“went 1\ chiefly on the strength of its vast
territory, embracing hundred of acres, shuded
on the map as ‘‘good borable territory,” and
dotted with “‘wells" in & line with “dowing
wells" on sounubml[v clee's land. We believe
that on the many h !
dent Compeny's Iand not a single paying well
was bored,

We recognize among the other nanmes thoso of
coppanies whose chiel pdvantage lay in their
having a lignted amount of land, but that
lying in an “oll basin," though subsequent ex-
ploritions proved that the basin, i it existed
at wll, was empty. Others clalmed to beln a
district where the oll was hght in quality but
large in yield, whilst others insisted on the
oppoeite advaniage of smallor yield, but greater
density, and theretfore greater value,

Oue Cleveland orgamization figures in the list
—the Cleveland aug Butlalo Petroteum (‘om-
pany, This was ut one time & promising affair,
and sctoslly paid & dividend, but 1t is now
“down among the dead men,” along with its
Cleveland confreres. Cleveland ol companies
were born late aud died «.urlg. The oll fever
was a long Hme reaching this place, raged
furtously for a period, nud was soon over. Of
the many companies organized here but few put
down more than one hole, some did not reach
that stage, and none “struck ile” to the extent
anticipated,

A rceent sale of oil stocke in Pittshurg toid
the story of dcu:'uvmw-l value in few but perti-
neut figures. Stoeks that nad been foueht fom
at eight to twenty dollnre per share were sold
nt one to five cenls, and were probably o bad
investment at those rates, ns the tgure of the
inexorable Sherifl looms up behind nineteen ont
of twenty of the derricks in the oll rezions. Om
of more than ope thousand recorded ofl compa.
nies that existed in the opening of 1865, the

The story of disappointed hopes connected
with the history ol the petroleum mania is not
anew one. The experience of those who sunk
their fortunes in the *‘dry holes” ol Pennsyl-
yonin and Virginia is but u repetition of the
unfortunate speculators in “coppers.” and the

urchusers of shares in gold and silver *‘leads,”

ming of all kinds is a lottery, m which the
prizes beur u ridicolously small proportion to
the blunks. A few gel rich by a lucky dive
mto the earth; more amass a fortune by a skillul
dive into the pockets of the gullible public;
whilst nine hundred and ninety-nine outof &
thousand who expeet 1o get suddenly rich by
investments in mining or oil-boring, learns by
costly experience that “hope told a fMattering
tale,” which events failed to realize.
